EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method and apparatus for compensating for 
a frequency offset between am ingress local area network and an egress local area network 
communicating over a transport network, said ingress local area network employing an ingress 
inter-packet gap between each packet in a packet flow, including the unique steps of: 

"wherein a size of said egress inter-packet gap is decreased to compensate for said 
frequency offset when said ingress local area network is faster than said egress local area 
network and is increased to compensate for said frequency offset when said egress local area 
network is faster than said ingress local area network." 



The closet prior art, Treadaway et al. (USP 7,002,941), discloses a method for 
transmitting ingress inter-packet gap from a fast Ethernet network to a wireless metropolitan area 
network and adjusting an inter-packet gap for the Fast Ethernet data packets to compensate for 
the frequency difference between a first clock signal and a second clock signal. However, 
Treadaway fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present 
application. This renders the claims allowable.
